Named Columbia Dean; 
Ackerman Retiring 


Edward W. Barrett, former Assistant 
Secretary of State and a member of the 
OPC, has been named dean of Columbia 
University’s Graduate School of Journal- 
ism. 

Barrett, who has been an executive 
with the public relations firm of Hill and 
Knowlton, and before that Editorial di- 
rector of Newsweek, will succeed another 
OPC member, Carl W. Ackerman, as dean 
of the famed school. Dean Ackerman is 
retiring July 31. 

Dean Ackerman was one of the 12 
students who made up the first graduat- 
ing class of the Columbia School of 
Journalism in 1913. Upon graduation he 
launched into a writing career by joining 
the United Press which took him to Eu- 
rope where he was based in Berlin. 

With the outbreak of war, he left 
Berlin and spent a year as special cor- 
respondent for the New York Tribune and 
the Saturday Evening Post and his 
travels to Spain, Mexico, 
France, and Switzerland. He covered the 
Allied armies in Siberia during 1918 and 
1919 for the New York Times. He return- 
ed to found the foreign news service of 
the Philadelphia Public Ledger and 
headed its London bureau for a time. 

He was named dean of the Graduate 
School of Journalism in 1931.
